The amendment filed 7-17-00 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it introduces 
new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall introduce new 
matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not supported by the 
original disclosure is as follows: "the substrate lb has a thickness b that is greater than the 
thickness a of substrate la.". 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office action. 

Claims 1-6, 8, 10-13 and 15-22 are rejected under 35 USC 1 12 for the specific reasons set 
forth in paper no. 16 (5-10-00). 

Claims 1-6, 8 ? 10-13 and 15-22 are rejected under 35 USC 103 as unpatentable over 
Negita (British) in view of Nagai for the specific reasons noted in paper no 16. 

Regarding applicants remarks the informal drawings origionally do not explicitly show 
different substrate thicknesses. Certainly these drawings give no real basis for claiming a critical 
or distinguishing feature which isn't even mentioned in the origional specification. Clearly such 
additions to the specification and drawings are new matter not contemplated or disclosed in the 
origional disclosure.
